The  stockholders  of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad 
Company,  in  pursuance  of  notice  duly  given,  met  in  the 
City  of  Greensboro,  at  the  Benbow  Hotel,  on  July  12, 
1906,  at  2:30  o'clock  P.  M. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  H.  G.  Chatham,  Col.  B.  Cam- 
eron was  called  to  the  chair,  and  Mr.  A.  H.  Eller  was 
appointed  to  act  as  Secretary  of  the  meeting. 

The  President  called  for  a  reading  of  the  minutes 
of  the  last  preceding  meeting,  which  were  approved. 

Mr.  C.  D.  Benbow,  on  behalf  of  the  Proxy  Commit- 
tee, reported  '  that  there  were  170  stockholders 
present,  and  that  they  represented  7653  shares  of 
stock,  1407  being  represented  in  person  and  6246  being 
represented  by  proxy-  The  Chairman  announced  that 
under  the  by-laws  of  the  Company  there  were  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  stockholders  and  sufficient  amount  of 
stock  represented  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and 
declared  the  meeting  duly  organized  and  ready  for 
business- 
President  H.  G.  Chatham  then  submitted  his  re- 
port, together  with  the  report  of  the  Finance  Commit- 
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tee,  and  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  and  the  Expert, 
the  same  having  been  printed  It  was  ordered  that 
reading  of  the  said  reports  be  dispensed  with,  and  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  was  ordered  to  have  the  same, 
together  with  the  proceedings  of  this  meeting,  pub- 
lished in  pamphlet  form. 

Mr.  P.  C  Pope,  the  State's  proxy,  was  present  and 
presented  his  commission  or  credentials  and  cast  the 
vote  of  the  stock  owned  by  the  State  for  the  following 
persons  as  directors  for  the  ensuing  year,  to- wit  :  H. 
G.  Chatham,  W.  H.  Williams,  W.  T.  Brown,  Thos.  H. 
Vanderford,  John  W.  Lambeth,  Allen  J.  Ruffin,  S.  C. 
Penn  and  L.  Banks  Holt,  and  the  said  persons  were 
declared  unanimously  elected. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Williams  then  nominated  as  directors 
on  the  part  of  private  stockholders  the  following  per- 
sons :  Gen.  R.  T.  Hoke,  Col.  B.  Cameron,  Col.  W.  E. 
Holt  and  Mr.  Hugh  McRae.  Upon  motion,  the  Secre- 
tary was  ordered  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  stockholders 
for  the  said  persons  as  directors.  The  Secretary 
reported  that  he  had  cast  the  vote  of  all  stock  repre- 
sented, to-wit :  Thirty-seven  thousand  six  hundred 
and  fifty-three  votes,  and  the  said  persons  were  de- 
clared duly  elected  directors  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Upon  motion,  the  Secretary  was  ordered  to  cast 
the  vote  for  all  stockholders  present  for  the  following 
persons  as  members  of  the  Finance  Committee,  to-wit- 
W.  T.  Hollowell,  J.  G.  Steed,  R.  R.  Ray,  C.  O.  Mc- 
Michael  and  A-  C.  Avery,  Jr.,  on  the  part  of  the  State, 
and  Col.  B.  Cameron  and  Col.  W.  E.  Holt  on  the  part  of 
the  private  stockholders.  The  Secretary  announced 
that  he  had  so  cast  the  vote  of  all  stock  present,  and  the 
said  persons  were  declared  elected. 

Mr-  P.  C.  Pope,  the  State's  pi-oxy,  nominated  Mr. 
C.  D.  Benbow  and  Mr.   L.  M.  Michaux  as  members  of 
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the  Proxy  Committee  for  the   ensuing  year,  and  said 
persons  were  duly  elected. 

Gen.  R.  P.  Hoke  then  offered  the  following,  as  an 
amendment  to  the  by-laws,  to-wit:  Under  the  head  of 
"  Meeting  of  the  Stockholders,"  Section  V,  strike  out 
the  word  "  two, "  in  line  four,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  word  "one,"  and  add  to  said  section  the  following: 
"And  one  newspaper  published  in  the  city  of  Greens- 
boro or  Charlotte,  and  notice  shall  be  given  at  the 
same  time,  that  the  transfer  books  will  be  closed  for 
ten  days  prior  to  said  meeting. "  And  under  the  bead 
of  "Transfers,"  Section  I,  strike  out  the  two  last  lines 
of  Paragraph  I,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  **  10  days 
prior  to  the  dividend  periods  in  February  and  Au- 
gust," of  which  notice  shall  be  given  for  ten  days  prior 
to  said  closing  in  two  newspaDers — one  published  in 
the  City  of  Raleigh  and  one  in  Greensboro  or  Char- 
lotte."—Adopted. 

It  was  further  moved  aud  carried  as  follows : 

That  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  be  requested  to 
prepare  a  general  revisal  of  the  by-laws  of  the  Com- 
pany and  submit  the  same  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
stockholders. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  ad- 
journed.

North  Carolina  Railroad,  Elkin,  N.  C. 

Gentlemen:  We  have  to  report  that  the  North 
Carolina  Raih'oad  was  examined  by  us  from  Goldsboro, 
N.  C,  to  Charlotte,  N.  C 

From  Goldsboro  to  Selma,  N.  C,  the  road  has  not 
been  ballasted  as  recommended  in  previous  report,  but 
we  find  that  all  of  the  50  pound  rail,  with  the  exception 
of  about  2  1-4  miles,  has  been  replaced  with  60  pound 
rails  and  that  cross  ties  have  been  put  in  track  which 
brings  this  part  of  the  line  up  to  a  better  standard 
than  last  year. 

From  Selma,  N.  C.^  to  Greensboro,  N.  C,  we  find 
that  the  road  has  been  maintained  in  good  condition  ; 
that  approximately  17  1-2  miles  of  75  pound  rail  has 
been  laid,  replacing  60  pound  rail.  A  large  number  of 
new  ties  have  been  put  in  track  and  the  road  has  been 
maintained  in  good  condition,  showing  an  improve- 
ment over  last  year. 

The  hotel  at  Burlington  that  was  burned  (mention 
of  which  was  made  in  last  report)  has  not  yet  been 
replaced. 

From  Greensboro  to  Charlotte,  N.  C,  we  find  the 
road  to  be  in  first-class  condition,  showing  an  improve- 
ment over  last  year  in  ballast  and  timbering. 

We  find  the  entire  road-bed  from  Goldsboro,  N,  C, 
to  Charlotte,  N.  C„  has  been  maintained,  ditches  have 
been  kept  in  general  good  condition  and  embankments 
have  in  many  places  been  strengthened  ;  cross  ties  are 
good  and  renewals  have  been  kept  up  to  the  necessary 
standard  between  the  above  terminals.
